Gromyko said the Soviet Un­ 
ion has no authority to negotiate 
on Viet Nam. 
These points are all viewed as 
a restatem ent of the Soviet 
stand on Viet Nam. 
Stewart 
planned to duscuss the sub­ 
ject with Gromyko after dinner 
tonight to see if anything new 
could be discovered.

“ In time farm ers will be 
able to bargain effectively for 
adequate and stabilized prices 
for their products," he said. 
Patton 
predicted 
that farm 
bargaining will be carried on 


by cooperatives able to con­ 
trol sufficient supplies 
to ob­ 
tain farm returns which no long­ 
er would need 
to be supple­ 
mented, as now is the case for 
some commodities, by 
gov­ 
ernment payments. Patton and 
form er Secretary 
of Agricul­ 
ture Charles F , Brannan, now 
general counsel of the Farm ers 
Union, have been strong advo­ 
cates of payment program s. 
A rival farm organization, tile 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation, long has fought govern­ 
ment farm program s. It has 
been promoting farm bargain­ 
ing cooperatives. 
Patton made it clear, how­ 
ever, that he has no intention of 
retiring as a farm leader, al­ 
though he said that under no 
circum stances would he accept 
a new term when his present 
one expires in March. He has 
headed the Farm ers Union for 
25 years. 
He said he expects to devote 
his time to international agri­ 
cultural development, the pro­ 


motion of the farm bargaining 
cooperative movement, the es­ 
tablishment of a broad Am eri­ 
can food-for-peace program, the 
creation of a world land bank 
offering easy credit to poor 
farm ers, and the promotion of 
program s to end poverty wher­ 
ever it might exist in this coun­ 
try. 
“ It behooves term ers, their 
leaders 
and their organiza­ 
tion s," he said, “ to search for 
means by which they them­ 
selves can obtain a high degree 
of farm commodity supply man­ 
agement and marketing through 
program s operated by coopera­ 
tives.

The new policy, already in

tion's fastest-growing form of 
larceny, having increased

years. 
Police last year recorded 184,- 
473 shoplifting cases involving 
stolen goods worth alm ost $5 
million. 
Most shoplifters are women, 
the FBI said, “ probably be­ 
cause of the ease with which the 
female shoplifter can conceal 
stolen articles on and around 
her p erso n ." 
The F B I's legal term for shop­ 
lifting is “ stealin g." To fit that 
description, the culprit must 
take merchandise from a store 
during business hours and carry 


it away with the intention of 
theft. 
Professional shoplifters steal 
for profit with the intention of 
reselling the merchandise, the 
FBI said.

459 Toll in

combat dead to 459, the govern­ 
ment's second-highest toll of the 
war, a U.S. military spokesman 
announced today. 


Another 185 government sol­ 
diers were m issing in action and 
861 were wounded, the spokes­ 
man said.

dead dropped to 40 in the week 
ending 
last 
Saturday, 
the 
spokesman said. This compared 
with 240 Americans killed the 
previous week, the biggest UjS. 
casualty list since the United 
States began sending troops to 
Viet Nam nearly five years ago. 


In addition, 117 American, 
were wounded and five were 
m issing. More than 1,300 Amer­ 
icans have been killed in the 
Viet Nam combat. 


The UJS. toll last week was 
also far below the 70 and 86 
Am ericans killed in the first two 
weeks of November, 
No UjS, units engaged Com­ 
munist forces of any size during 
the week, while the Viet Cong 
made at least two and possibly 
three regiment-sized 
attacks 
on Vietnamese units. Five other 
Communist attacks were of but­ 
tal ion size and four were of 
company size. 
The spokesman said 1,539 Viet 
Cong were killed during the 
week, giving UJS, and govern­ 
ment troops a favorable kill ra­ 
tio of 3 to I.

They said nuclear bombs are 
slung under a certain number of 
Canadian 
and 
West German 
F104 Siarfighter jets in West 
Germany when the planes are 
on what is known a s “ quick ac­ 
tion ale rt." 
The bombs are u seless until 
they are armed with various 
secret mechanical and electron­ 
ic devices which can be opera­ 
ted only by the U. S. custody 
team and the U. S . nuclear offi­ 
cer, the officials said. 
In addition, the planes are 
guarded by armed U .S. sentries 
in “ pen s" behind closed doors, 
they said. The pilots stay near 
the planes but not in them. 
The planes do not take off un­ 
le ss war starts, whether the 
bombs are armed or unarmed, 
the officials said. The alert is to 
prevent the planes being de­ 
stroyed on the ground. 
The Canadian sources said the 
sam e arrangements apply to 
West 
Germany, 
the Nether­

NEW YORK STATE RECONSIDERS DIVORCE 
AS EARLY as 1869 the New York Times was 
inveighing against the trade in procurement 
of divorce by means of fraud and perjury. 
Grounds for divorce in the state have been 
limited to adultery since the state’s first general 
divorce law was enacted in 1787. Now the chair­ 
man of a joint legislative committee, State Sen. 
Jerome L. Wilson (D), promises that a “ modern 
matrimonial statute” will be introduced at the 
1966 session of the legislature. 
The Joint Legislative Committee on Matri­ 
monial and Family Laws was created in 1956 
but up until June of this year was limited to 
procedural aspects of the state law. In a resolu­ 
tion adopted last summer the legislature gave 
the group power to study and 
recommend 
changes, citing “ widespread fraud, collusion, 
and perjury in matrimonial actions and proceed­ 
ings.” 
The committee has been 
holding hearings 
throughout the state. It must report back to the 
legislature by Dec. 15. 
THE MERE 
FACT that hearings have not 
aroused a storm of controversy gives some 
reason to believe that a change in the New York 
law is achievable, if by no means certain. 
Prof. Nelson Blake, :aa> historian1 
.Syracuse 
University, told the committee on Oct. 27 
that “ the elements that have wanted to oppose 
change, it seems to me, are not fighting it as 
obviously and vigorously as they have sometimes 
in the past.” 
“ I was hoping you’d tell us not to be afraid,” 
Assemblyman P. E. Sutton, a Democrat who 
represents a central Harlem district, replied. 
“ But you are just telling us to be brave.” 
THE NEW YORK divorce law is the harshest 
in the nation. The U.S. Constitution was adopted 
in the same year as the New York law; it has 
been amended more than a score of times in 
178 years, but the New York law remains un­ 
changed. 
Until this June the legislature repeatedly had 
refused to make even a study of the substance 
of the law. When the operative resolution went 
through in June, the Times observed: “ Whatever 
brought it about, we congratulate the legislature 
for a noteworthy and historic achievement.” 
The committee is now analyzing statements 
from nearly IOO experts who presented religious, 
sociological, and legal lines of argument at 
hearings in New York City, Albany, and Buffalo. 
A Roman Catholic jurist, Supreme Court Justice 
William D. Lawless of Erie County, advocated 
additional grounds for divorce which may well 
be accepted by Catholic diocesan officials. 
“ The issue,” Judge Lawless said, “ is whether 
to broaden our grounds for civil divorce to 
include mental cruelty, physcial cruelty, and 
desertion. I believe that we should reject mental 
cruelty but accept physical cruelty and deser­ 
tion.” 
Proponents of a liberalization of the state law 
are led by the Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York. The lawyers let it be known 
that legislators who tried to block the reform 
plan again would meet with opposition at election 
time. 
Whatever action the legislature takes, the draft 
bill the committee is preparing is sure to 
provide against easy or “ quickie” divorce. At 
a time when control in Albany is neatly divided 
between Republicans and Democrats the outlook 
for compromise is roseate if not actually bright.

SNOW, BEAUTIFUL SNOW 
Deceptively innocent looking, like the legendary 
Lorelei, snow goes on luring men to their doom, 
season after season. 
The occasional devastating avalanche is the 
most dramatic manifestation of snow’s power 
to do harm. But even more insidious, the Mis­ 
souri 
Heart Association warns, may be its 
fluffy white blankets and drifts, lying beautifully 
passive where they fell on your driveway and 


walks. Just asking to be shoveled away. 
And the middle - aged sedentary American 
householder, bestirring himself from his cozy 
hearth to heft his trusty shovel and have a go 
at the stuff, may be asking for trouble. 
Because each season a heavy snowfall is fol­ 
lowed by flurries of heart attack deaths due 
to overexertion, the Minnesota Heart Associa­ 
tion’s Work Evaluation Unit conducted a three- 
minute test of the effects of snow shoveling 
on the heart. Eleven volunteers, ranging in 
age from 45 to 75, were cleared for the test 
after preliminary heart examinations. Five of 
the eleven had recovered from mild heart 
attacks. 
The subjects attacked a thick bank of snow 
one cold morning — the thermometer regis­ 
tered 14 degrees below zero - - with electrodes 
taped to their chests and connected to tiny 
radio transm itters in their belts. The strain 
on their hearts was recorded by an electro­ 
cardiograph machine in a nearby building moni­ 
tored by a group of physicians. Two of the 
volunteers had to be stopped after one minute 
because the EGG showed their hearts were not 
getting enough oxygen. 
For men in this age group the Missouri Heart 
Association advises: 
If you have heart disease, don’t shovel snow 
without your doctor’s approval. 
If you are over 40 and healthy, you may shovel, 
but take it easy. Snow-shoveling is strenuous 
exercise, and can kick back at the heart of a 
person who is unaccustomed to regular physical 
activity. Cold weather intensifies the strain on 
the heart. 
It’s better to shovel before eating or wait an 
hour after eating, as you should for most 
vigorous exercise. And don’t smoke while work­ 
ing; tobacco causes constriction of the blood 
vessels, just as cold air does. The combination 
can be dangerous. 
Never shovel to the point of exhaustion. Don’t 
let the invigorating air or a warming shot of 
whisky fool you. 
D ress warmly in loose, comfortable heavy 
clothing, muffling ears and throat, keeping hands 
and feet dry. 
When you shovel, lift with your entire body 
(each shovelful of dry snow weighs four pounds 
plus the weight of the shovel; wet snow is much 
heavier). Let your back and leg muscles take 
some of the strain off your arm s. 
If you become breathless, rest until breathing 
is easy. If you feel a tightness in the chest, quit. 
Last, and probably the best word of advice: 
lire the neighbor’s boy to do the job for you.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - The Ameri­ 
can Embassy in Moscow has 
now obtained the full text 
of 
China's big blast against Soviet 
Russia, and it's a lulu. It puts 
In the shade anything Harry 
Truman ever said about me. 
Harry, of course, was suc­ 
cinct and to the point. 
The 
Chinese 
are 
verbose 
and 
repetitious. They take 30,000 
words to say what Harry Tru­ 
man said in three letters. 
But it all adds up to the same 
thing, namely that the Russians 
are "douhle • faced,'' "cun» 
nlng," “ hyprocritical," “ have 
sham elessly 
emasculated 
Lenin's theory on the dictator­ 
ship of the Proletariat,'' all be­ 
cause the new leaders of the 
Kremlin "have been busy run­ 
ning errands for the U. S. ag­ 
gressors," and because "the 
new leaders have revealed in 
all its ugliness their support 
of the aggressor and their al­ 
liance with the United States." 
"We absolutely refuse 
to 
serve as a pawn in their secret 
diplomacy 
with 
the 
U. S. 
im perialism or helpthemcover 
up their assistance to U. S. 
im perialism ," exploded 
the 
Chinese editorial blast. 
"They have been discarded 
the small figleaf Khrushchev 
used in order to feign neu­ 
trality. Small wonder that the 
U. S. im perialists are glee­ 
fully hailing a *new era' of 
U-S. - Soviet Cooperation." 
The Chinese even accused 
their Russian comrades 
of 
table-pounding at the 
United 
Nations. "They repeat Khrush­ 
chev's despicable stock tricks 
at the meetings of the interna­ 
tional organizations, rely 
on 
behind - the-scenes 
manipula­ 
tion, as well as open trouble- 
making and even resort to such 
ludicrous tactics as banging 
tables and stamping their feet." 
So runs the line of Chinese 
invective 
against 
their sup­ 
posed partners in the world 
of Marx and Lenin. 
LBJ*S WEAK SPOT 
The diatribe focuses 
atten­ 
tion on what is probably 
the 


weakest spot in the Johnson 
Foreign Policy. For at a time 
when Russian - Chinese rela­ 
tions are sour, American-Rus- 
sian cooperation should 
be 
good. But the opposite is true. 
Simultaneous with the Chinese 
barrage, the Soviet 
was sen­ 
tencing 
to 
eighteen months' 
labor an American tourist who 
had strayed across the border, 
ousting the correspondent of the 
Washington 
Post, questioning 
renewal of the Soviet-American 
cultural agreement, and putting 
Red army marshalls in 
new 
positions of power. 
There are three reasons for 
this hardening of Soviet policy 
toward the United States: 
1. — TTiere has always been 
an anti-American clique inside 
the Kremlin, and U. S. opera­ 
tions 
In Viet 
Nam 
have 
strengthened it. 
2. — Some anti-Americanism 
is aimed at disproving 
the 
Chinese accusation that Moscow 
is the lackey of Washington. 
3. — Most basic however, is 
the 
Johnson administration's 
failure to realize the tremen­ 
dous changes that have 
oc­ 
curred in Russia and take ad­ 
vantage of them. 
Twenty years ago Franklin 
Roosevelt argued that Russia 
was 
sure 
to 
change, 
that 
moderation would replace ex* 
trem ism , that tough Commu­ 
nism 
would 
give 
way to a 
socialism sim ilar to that of the 
British Labor Party, and that 
the peace of the world depended 
on USA-USSR cooperation. 
REVERSING ROOSEVELT 
But as the war ended Roose­ 
velt died. Harry Hopkins, who 
agreed with him, died shortly 
thereafter. Henry Wallace re­ 
signed from the Truman ad­ 
ministration over this issue of 
Russian 
cooperation. 
And 
American 
foreign 
policy fell 
into the hands of the hard<nosed 
clique which believed war with 
Russia inevitable; and that we 
must 
rebuild 
the 
old Nazi 
cartels as a buffer against Rus­ 
sia. 
Many of those who worked 


to 
rebuild 
Germany 
rep­ 
resented the U.S, bankers who 
had invested so heavily In Hit­ 
ler's Germany — James For­ 
res tai of Dillon, Read who be­ 
came Secretary of Defense; Wil­ 
liam 
Draper of Dllllon, Read 
who was Undersecretary of the 
Army; John J. McCloy 
of the 
Chase Bank who became High 
Commissioner of Germany;and 
John Foster Dulles, Attorney 
for various pro-German New 
York banks, who became Sec­ 
retary of State. 
It was Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
who had worked with Red army 
leaders during the war who 
finally, and with some timidity, 
began to reverse the anti-Rus­ 
sian policy by inviting Khrush­ 
chev to Washington. 
John F , Kennedy, after much 
hesitation 
and 
some 
false 
starts, continued the thaw with 
his American university speech 
and his Test-Ban Treaty. 
And Johnson, during his first 
year in office, made various 
conciliatory moves toward bet­ 
ter Russian • American under­ 
standing. 
However, Johnson, a superb 
leader on the domestic front, 
came to office with no back­ 
ground 
in 
foreign 
affairs. 
Though 
he 
bettered FDR's 
leadership on domestic prob­ 
lem s he lacked FDR's long- 
range foresight that the Soviet 
would turn from extrem ism to 
moderation. He did not under­ 
stand the continuing debate be­ 
tween the pro - German fac­ 
tion in Washington and 
Wall 
Street and the faction which 
believed that peace can be In­ 
sured only by cooperation be­ 
tween the world's two most 
powerful nations — the USA 
and the USSR. 
That's how Johnson accepted 
military advice in Viet Nam, 
thereby drifting into a deadened 
from whence he looks help­ 
lessly at the bitter debate be­ 
tween China and Russia without 
being able to take advantage of 
it. Historians will probably re­ 
cord this as his greatest mis­ 
take. 


The attitude of the medical 
profession toward the t medical 
problems of the aged and the in­ 
digent has been gravely m isin­ 
terpreted. 
There is a wide­ 
spread feeling, without 
the 
slightest factual base, that this 
profession 
is 
indifferent to 
those 
who are in need

the Medicare plan is proof of it. 
The actual case was made 
clear by Dr. Ernest B. Howard 
of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, in a talk he made in 
Portland, Oregon some little 
time ago. He stressed that the 
federal government should aid 
those who are truly in need -- 
but he stressed also that those 
who are able to should take care 
of themselves. 
He estimated 
that 
the 
indigent population, 
which is entitled to government 
aid, totals 2.3 .million people. 
He spoke, too, of the govern­ 
ment programs which the AMA 
and the medical fraternity at 
large have supported, one of 
the most important being 
the 
late President Kennedy's men­ 
tal health program. 
He said: “ We want a society 
in which the freedom of the in­ 
dividual is maximized, while at 
the same time his welfare is 
provided for. Doctors are con­ 
cerned about what effect 
the 
bills Congress passes will have 
upon 
the 
care which they 
render.” 
The grave fault in Medicare is 
that it would select a special 
group of people, those receiv­ 
ing payments under the social 
security system , and give them 
certain 
medical 
benefits 
whether or not they want or 
need them. Inevitably 
and 
necessarily, there would 
be 
bureaucratic 
control 
and 
domination -- he who pays the 
piper 
calls the 
tune. The 
entering wedge to socialized 
medicine, or government 
bossed medicine, would be laid 
solidly in place. And 
the ul­ 
timate loss, in both 
human 
and scientific values, would be 
incalculable.

Equal Sex Job Law Hurts Wom­ 
en, Will Cost Nation Hundreds 
of Millions of $$$. 
Washington, D. C.: — Most 
everybody has been guffawing 
about this new equal sex law 
or writing of it as though it 
were a script for Bob Hope. 
You know, men are bumping 
women on the seniority line; 
or looking for jobs as night club 
bunnies or as attendants in a 
corset shop; or the ladles want 
jobs supplying towels Ina men's 
turkish bath. And will a lady 
now be able to pitch for the 
Mets, asked one of the coun­ 
try's most staid journals with 
new-found kittenish humor. 
Everybody is chortling over 
the new Title VII Equal Em­ 
ployment 
Opportunity clause, 
which says the sexes must be 
■treated equally in 
hiring — 
almost everybody, that is. 
However, it is all very un­ 
funny to some astute govern­ 
ment, industry and labor lead­ 
ers who have taken a good look 
at the law which Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. now is trying to 
administer. 
It will cost the nation’s pub­ 
lic and private enterprises hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
annually if ever it is really 
enforced. 
It all springs from the fact 
that the 
men want what the 
women have — special privi­ 
leges, 
earlier 
retirement, 
easier 
work 
codes, 
special 
seats, everything in fact except 
four weeks off before childbirth 
as 
provided by the 
laws of 
Puerto Rico and six states. 
What the male worker is say­ 
ing, in growing numbers, is: 
if discrimination against any 
sex is now illegal and all are 
equal, then the women should 
not be more equal than men. 
Thus Mr. Roosevelt’s head­ 
quarters have received com­ 
plaints from men who want one 
firm to permit them to wear 
rings since their fellow women 
employes are allowed to do so. 
One chap has charged that he 
was discriminated against when 
a company refused to hire him 
as a secretary. He can take 
175 words per minute. A female 
was hired who is much slower 
than he is. And he now wants 
the job. 
Men have protested that the 
Pentagon won’t hire them as 
overseas teachers; or that some 
banks want lady tellers. 
Obviously thousands of com­ 
panies will have to alter their 
hiring policies — and scores 
of federal bureaus as well. 
But as Adam said to Eve 
after he bit the apple, this is 
just the beginning. There is 
the rather big item of retire­ 
ment. In many areas and in 


many industries women retire 
earlier than men under pri­ 
vate and public pension sy s­ 
tem s. In private industry, wom­ 
en can retire at 62 and most 
men at 65. Now the men say, 
why discriminate against us. 
We too want to quit at the 
earlier age. 
Look also at the Railroad Re­ 
tirement Board, a government 
agency. 
It handles, 
amongst 
other matters, the retirement 
pension system for almost 500,- 
000 men and women, who once 
worked on the lines. 
Under its rules, women can 
retire after 30 years service 
at 60 years of age for benefits 
which the men can't get until 
they are 62 or 65. Now some 
of the railroad men are de­ 
manding sexual equality in r e ­ 
tirement. 
Why can't they quit at 60, they 
are asking. If the Railroad Re­ 
tirement Board, as an example, 
is ordered by another federal 
bureau to obey the E.E.O.C, 
law, the whole system will have 
to be revamped at the cost of 
many m illions of dollars. 
And then there are laws which 
provide special conditions for 
women working between ma­ 
chines, near coke ovens, in 
foundries, on polishing equip­ 
ment, etc., and in weight lift­ 
ing and carrying. 
It’s now becoming apparent 
that male workers are begin­ 
ning to demand equality under 
these laws, too. This weight 
lifting thing is tricky. Utah, 
apparently, is the most gentle 
of states. It forbids women to 
lift more than 15 pounds. Michi­ 
gan is 
more lenient. Weight 
load for ladles in the auto state 
is 35 pounds. 
Men, until the law came, were 
considered the tougher of the 
species, 
it was agreed they 
could lift and carry greater 
weights than the females. Now 
there is a move to carry as 
little weight as the distaff side 
does. 
Obviously what started as a gag 
by some Congressman, dazzled 
by the thought of equality of 
the sexes, has not proven to 
be a bit of gallantry. Some of 
it is tragic. 
There are big corporations 
now which have been forced to 
merge the seniority lists of 
men and women employes--and 
since the men usually are on the 
job longest, the female work­ 
ers, many without any other 
support, are being bumped from 
their jobs. Some are in their 
late fifties and have no place 
to go but on the relief roles. 
This not so funny, un-bunny 
law needs sharp and swift r e ­ 
view --and, some believe, even 
quicker repeal.

Nam War 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP 
--Shortly before dusk 26 U.S. 
Infantrymen set cut on a Jungle 
patrol less than 30 miles from 
Saigon. 
Their mission: To 
ambush the Viet Cong. 
It was like hundreds of other 
patrols for the 1st Infantry Di­ 
vision, except for one key dif­ 
ference: A lean, vicious Ger­ 
man Shepherd dog led the way. 
Nothing happened for three 
hours. Then the big dog became 
tense and stopped short. He 
pointed his body toward 
a 
clump of dense brush. The am ­ 
bush was set. 
Within IO minutes, three or 
four Viet Cong walked Into the 
trap and the Americans opened 
fire. One Viet Cong was killed; 
another, wounded, crawled Into 
the 
undergrowth. 
The 
dog 
picked up the scent and led the 
Americans to him. 
The incident typifies the In­ 
creasing role played by scout 
dogs in the Vietnamese war. 
“ Our scout dogs will alert on 
any strange scent outside of the 
p a tro l/' said Sgt. I.e. Jesse S. 
Mendez, 38, San Antonio, Tex., 
a military adviser on dogs. 
“ They have been Instrumental 
in discovery of mines, docu­ 
ments, food, weapons and am ­ 
munition."

Shepherds are In use. 
Most are sentry dogs on guarc 


at U.S. Installations. These are 
trained at Lackland Air Force 
Base, San Antonio, Tex., in an 
eight-week course in which they 
are 
matched 
with volunteer 
handlers. 
Both the Army and Marine 
Corps are using dogs more and 
more in the field. 
The scout dogs, or “ four- 
footed radar" as the GIs call 
them, also come from the United 
States but they are trained in 
Viet Nam and matched with 
Vietnamese handlers. 
These handlers are experi­ 
enced field soldiers. Often on 
patrols they are the first to take 
casualties because they walk 
with the dogs ahead of the 
troops. 
“ By now," said one Vietnam­ 
ese, “ the dogs are accustomed 
to the odor of the American GI, 
so that when the VC are in the 
area, the dog's alert Is even 
stronger. 
“ The Viet Cong have been 
using dogs, too, but they haven't 
had the training our teams have 
had, so they're not nearly so 
effective." 
It takes three to five days for 
the dog to become used to Viet 
Nam's heat and humidity. Each 
dog must be between I and 2 
years old, weigh 60 pounds and 
stand 23 Inches high at the 
shoulder.

H ie rest of this 
century will have to manufac­ 
ture 
new 
men to take their 
p lace. 
There 
were 
loudmouths 
am ong those giants of the past, 
and a c to rs, o rato rs, fanatics, 
and true world le a d ers, whether 
they w ere loved or hated. 
Of them all only two still have 
top billing: Red China’ s Mao 
Tze-tung, and French President 
C h arles de Gaulle. A few others 
from the past a re still in the 
show 
but 
have quieted down 
from age or circum stance. 
At 72 Mao has becom ea shad­ 
owy figu re, hardly se en ,m o rea 
legend than a man. He say s lit­ 
tle the world h ears. He was nev­ 
er colorful. It is hard to know 
anym ore what his real role is. 
De Gaulle, alw ays the actor, 
is still colorful even if he says 
nothing and points his nose in 
the a ir . At 75 he seem s certain 
of a new seven-year term a s 
presid en t. But his dominance is 
lim ited mostly to F ran ce and 
W estern Europe. 


President Johnson, a newcom­ 
er to the world scen e, has con­ 
centrated on his dom estic prob­ 
lem s and stayed pretty much off 
the international stage. So it 
would be straining to say he is a 
dominant world figure, captur­ 
ing men’ s m inds. 
President John F . Kennedy 
was the opposite. He was a new­ 
com er, too, but, while he was no 
sm ash-hit in getting C ongress to 
do what he wanted, he plunged 
into the international act early. 
The resu lt: in the le s s than 
three years of his presidency he 
was a fam ous and generally 
adm ired 
figure 
around 
the 
world. 
For exam ple: Before he was 
six months in office he had vis­ 
ited De Gaulle, dined with the 
queen of England, had a sum­ 
mit meeting with Soviet Pre­ 
m ier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev in 
Vienna, and then had a c risis 
over the Berlin w all. 
Other figures from the past, 
although still in power, say few 
lin es anym ore: Egypt’ s P resi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel N a sser, Yu­ 
goslavia’ s 
M arshal Tito, and 
Indonesia’ s President Sukarno, 
very 
ram bunctious until his 
home-grown 
Com m unists 
re­ 
cently tried to take the play 
away from him . 
Chiang Kai-shek is still head 
man on 
F orm osa but in his 


m ore than 35 y ears before the 
w orld audience he w as never 
colorful, never said much. 
Nothing shows the contrast 
between past and present m ore 
than 
the 
Khrushchev 
c a se . 
Bounced over a year ago, he 
is now in obscurity. Probably 
not one American in 1,000could 
nam e his su cc esso rs, much le s s 
spell their nam es. 
Yet Khrushchev, one of histo­ 
ry ’ s greatest actorJoudm outh s, 
w as also one of the m ost fa sc i­ 
nating figures of the century. In 
recent days Red China and the 
Soviet Union moved clo se r to a 
fatal split. They exchanged long 
invectives. 
But the leaders said nothing 
rn their own nam es. What they 
said 
sounded like a dialogue 
between pedantic philosophers. 
Not one figure on the scene 
today, except perhaps for Mao 
and De Gaulle, is known to the 
world audience or entrances it 
like Churchill, Franklin D. Roo­ 
se v e lt,

m an, Lenin, Stalin, Trotsky,

DRANG VALLEY, South 
Viet Nam (AP) — A month of 
bitter fighting in Viet Nam’s 
central highlands has ended. 
American and South Vietnam­ 
ese troops who mauled four 
Communist North Vietnamese 
regim ents have left the Woody 
la Drang Valley and have gone 
to seek their enemy elsewhere. 
Before they left, they reported 
2,344 North Vietnamese dead. 
More are believed to have >iied 
in battles beneath the towering 
hills which mark Viet Nam’s 
frontier with Caml>odia, 200 
m iles north of Saigon. 
For days men of the U*S. 1st 
Cavalry, Airm obile, Division 
and a brigade of South Vietnam­ 
ese 
paratroopers have been 
searching the region , trying to 
provoke a fight. P risoners say 
that what is left of more than 
one d vision of North Vietnam­ 
ese has slipped away. 
Senior American and South 
Vietnamese officers are con­ 
vinced they have handed the 
Communists a serious setback. 
During the campaign Ameri­ 
can "Flying H orsem en" had to 
beat back human wave assaults 
which left North Vietnamese 
dead heaped before their posi- 
tions. Snipers in trees 
or 
lurking in ‘.he undergrowth were 
a constant 
menace. In some 
actions, U*S. casualties 
were 
heavy. 
The campaign was triggered 
Oct. 19 when South Vietnamese 
irregular 
troops 
brushed 
against forward elem ents of 
North Viet Nam’s 325th Di­ 
vision concealed outside the 
barbed wire entrancem ents of 
the small jungle fo rtress of Plei 
Me. 
South Vietnamese tromps, stif­ 
fened by American advisers, 
fought desperately around tile 
camp. Vietnamese tanks and 
UJ5. artillery and warplanes 
sm ashed the Communist on­ 
slaught on 
Plei 
Me and the 
North Vietnamese commander 
ordered a withdrawal. 
American cavalrym en swung 
into pursuit t>efore the North 
Vietnamese had tim e to re­ 
group. 
American 
battalions 
dropped into clearings from 
helicopters, 
fanned 
out 
and 
swept through the jungle. 
As soon as an area had been 
searched 
it 
was aliandoned.

They were willing to accept 
light casualties among their

Vietnamese assaults. 
Tactical warplanes flew near­ 
ly 610 sorties during the week­ 
long battle for Plei Me and an­ 
other 696 sorties for the rest of 
the campaign. Ruch plane ca r­ 
ried two tons of explosives. 
Backing up the Air Force 
planes were the cavalry’s own 
flying artillery — helicopters 
which launched 8,188 rockets. 
Strategic Air Command B52 
bom bers from Guam dropped I,* 
835 tons of bombs on the Cliu 
Phong area where the Commu­ 
nists were believed to have 
cached their stores of rice and 
a mmunition. 
Hills rumbled as Communist 
munitions dumps blew up. 
The 1st Battalion of the 7th 
Cavalry Regiment slugged it out 
with North Vietnamese for more 
than two days in a small clear* 
mg on the forward slopes o iCau 
Puong. 
Its 
thinned 
ranks cheered 
wildly after the battle when the 
silver eagles of a full colonel 
w ere pinned on its com m ander, 
Hal Moore of Bardstown, Ky. 
Moore’s men had withstood r e ­ 
peated 
suicidal 
charges and 
w ithering fire from the ridge 
above them. 
On 
at 
least one occasion 
A m ericans outdid then adver­ 
sa rie s in jungle cunning. A 
North Vietnamese heavy weap­ 
ons company carrying m ortars 
and recoilless antitank rifles 
was cut to pieces in le ss than 
three minutes in a night ambush 
laid by men of the 1st Squadron 
of the 9th Cavalry along a trail 
close to Ca allodia.

Each of the flying cavalry’s 
line battalions went into the Bit­ 
tie.

Numbered by the tragedy, a 52- 
yea r«old Lither sat in a state 
police car today and watched 
investigators probe the smoking 
m in s 
where 
six 
children 
burned to death* 
Tile victims were the children 
or foster children of Mr. and 
M rs. C hester Allen S r. The chil 
dren died Tuesday night when a 
fast-spreading 
fire 
trapped 
them in their one-story wooden 
home in a rural area near this 
southeastern 
Pennsylvania 
community. 
A 
seventh child 
was critically burned. 
Allen sat in the back seat of 
the state police car staring 
straight ahead as investigators 
in the pre-dawn darkness tried 
to learn what caused the fire, 
Chester Allen J r., 19, said the 
victim s were his brothers Erie 
I, and David l l , and four foster 
children his parents cared for; 
Jack Jones, 2; Robin Jones, 8; 
Penny Jones, 6; and Ronnie 
Jones, 7. 
The son said he left his father 
at the house Tuesday night and 
went with his wife, Elaine, and 
a siste r, Elizabeth, 17, to pick 
up the 
mother at a nursing 
home where she worked. Chest­ 
e r J r . said when they left, his 
father liad been trying to light 
the furnace to ward off sub­ 
freezing cold. 
As they returned home about 
45 
minutes 
la ter, Elizabeth 
said, 
"W e 
saw the flam es 
going up one side of the house. 
By the tim e we got there the 
whole joint was gone.” 
C hester J r. said he and his 
mother tried vainly to reach the 
trapped and scream ing chil­ 
dren, but were driven back by 
the intense heat. Finally the 
m other managed to drag out a 
son, Alonzo, 12, who was taken 
to a Quakertown hospital in c rit­ 
ical cond.tion. C hester J r. and 
his mother also were treated for 
burns. 
All the victims were N egroes.

Cotton Producers Given Data 
On 1966 Federal Program 


By MAX STURM 
PO R T A G EV ILLE, - Southeast 
M issouri cotton farm ers 
are 
currently coming to grips with 
the 1966 federal cotton program 
and to help them with Informa­ 
tion and suggestions the M is­ 
souri Cotton Producers Assoc­ 
iation Is holding a series of 
meetings throughout the region. 
A meeting w ill be held in Sikes­ 
ton tonight at 7 p.m. In the 
Am erican Legion building for 
M ississippi, 
Scott, and Stod­ 
dard county cotton farmers. 
Hilton Bracey, executive vice­ 
president 
of 
the association 
stated that the new cotton pro­ 
gram “ perm its about as many 
choices 
or possibilities as to 
acreage 
and 
price 
support 
levels as there are cotton farm ­ 
ers. 
“ It 
would 
be virtually Im ­ 
possible for a farm er to choose 
the best plan 
for a particular 
farm under all circumstances 
and conditions 
because there 
are 
too many ‘unknowns’ in­ 
volved to arrive at a clear-cut 
decision,” he said. 
Ile is 
urging area 
farm ers to learn 
all they can about the new pro­ 
grams and to finally base their 
decisions as to planting levels 
“ on their desire or lack of de­ 
sire to stay in the cotton busi­ 
ness.” 
He declared it was his opinion 
that farm ers 
and areas 
that 
grow cotton during the current 
transition period “ w ill be the 
ones most likely to end up with 
a share of the cotton produc­ 
ing 
business after the ‘wash­ 
out* is over.” He added 
that 
the procedure chosen by var­ 
ious farm ers to use in the 1966 
program “ w ill have a signifi­ 
cant bearing on the 
future of 
cotton in Southeast M issouri.” 
In the MC PA meetings, being 
attended by area business lead­ 
ers 
as 
well as 
farm ers, 
Bracey suggests that farmers 
ask themselves 
this question: 
“ Do we want to grow cotton?” 
in considering how to work next 
year 
under 
the federal pro­ 
gram. 


“ If the answer to the question 
is ‘no,* 
and the farm er rea­ 
lizes 
that he would in effect 
be putting him self andhlscom- 
munity out of the cotton business 
by not growing cotton, then in all 
probability 
he would be well 
advised to cut back as much as 
he can on his cotton production. 
If the farm er answers ‘yes* to 
the question, 
then he should 
plant all of the cotton he is 
permitted under the new pro­ 
gram, 
and do everything 
he 
can in the way of cultural prac­ 
tices and management to pro­ 
duce the maximum amount pos­ 
sible 
his land,” Bracey ex­ 
plained. 
1 
The MCPA official, 
who is 
personally conducting the ser­ 
ies of regional meetings, dis­ 
cussed a 
detailed 
statement 
on “ Why Grow Cotton?** con­ 
taining seven major reasons 
that 
farm ers should consid­ 
er, 
he stated, in addition to 
the 
“ arithm etic” of 
prices 
and payment levels on an in­ 
dividual farm basis: 
“ I. To stay in the cotton busi­ 
ness. Producers and areas that 
grow cotton during the current 
transition period are the ones 
most likely to end up with a 
share of the cotton business 
after the ‘wash-out* is over. 
Those that grow all of the cot­ 
ton they are permitted to grow 
under the new program and 
keep their operations from fa ll­ 
ing apart w ill likely stay in the 
cotton business. Those that cur­ 
tail their operations 
and live 
on “ cut-back” payments will 
likely fall by the wayside. 
“ 2. To protect land values. 
Land 
values of the M issouri 
delta are tied directly to cot­ 
ton production. Curtailment of 
production and eventual loss of 
cotton allotments would in all 
probability 
result in lower 
prices for farm land. A ll land­ 
owners and the economic w ell­ 
being of agricultural communi­ 
ties would 
be adversely af­ 
fected by depressed land values. 
Landowners who arepayingfor 
land purchased at prices based 
on cotton production would be 
particularly 
hard pressed to 
meet the lr financial obligations. 
“ 3. To utilize farm machin-. 
ery. Mechanical cotton pickers 
and other farm machinery de­ 
preciate in value and cost the 
owner whether used or not. Idle 
farm 
machinery is a mighty 
poor investment for any farm ­ 
er and especially to the farmer 
who is still paying for a machine 
that has become ‘unemployed* 
as a result of curtailed cotton 
production. 
“ 4. To lower per unit costs. 
Cotton 
production 
must 
be 
maintained at the highest pos­ 
sible level if production costs 
are to be further reduced. Per 
unit 
costs increase as volume 
goes down 
— decrease 
as 
volume goes up. 
“ 5. To maintain processing, 
storage and handling facilities. 
Efficient ginning, storage and 
handling are essential to the 
success of the cotton industry. 
Modern 
ginning 
machinery 
makes it possible for producers 
to hold-down production costs 
through use of mechanical cot­ 
ton pickers. 
Local storage 
assures 
area 
of 
production 
identification which is becom­ 
ing 
increasingly important in 
the 
merchandising of cotton. 
Contraction of ginning, 
stor­ 
age, 
and handling facilities 
would almost certainly result 
in loss of efficiencies and high­ 
er charges to producers. 
“ 6. To provide employment. 
Employment 
of 
labor is 
of 


major 
importance 
to the 
economy as a 
whole, 
and a 
continuing supply of labor is 
absolutely 
necessary to the 
production 
of 
cotton and all 
other farm crops. Labor forced 
to move from an area where 
production is severely curtailed 
in all likelihood will not return, 
and w ill not be available to meet 
any future need. 
“ 7. To support the economics 
Of cotton producing areas. The 
cotton industry does not 
and 
cannot 
stand alone. It is a 
part of the economy 
of the 
community. 
A healthy cotton 
Industry is necessary 
for 
economic stability and growth 
in Southeast M issouri. The en­ 
tire community 
would suffer 
from a drastic curtailment of 
cotton production.** 
The MCPA over the years has 
advocated producing as 
much 
cotton as possible per acre on as 
many acres 
as possible in 
seeping with balanced farming 
practices, as opposed to leaving 
land out of cotton production 
with the farm ers receiving d i­ 
rect subsidies from the federal 
government for doing so. 
While studying the new cotton 
program, 
Bootheel 
farm ers 
also must take into consider­ 
ation other inovations in cotton 
production and ginning that have 
been developed in recent years. 
These include the use of fe rtil­ 
izers 
and chemicals for dis­ 
ease and weed control, new 
types of cotton, 
and new ma­ 
chines. For example, 
in the 
field of mechanization a new' 
type of picking machine 
was 
tried out in Missouri this year 
which has been used success­ 
fully in Texas and other south­ 
ern states for several years. 
While the conventional 
ma­ 
chine can be nm through afield 
of cotton several times, pick­ 
ing the cotton as it opens, this 
new type, known as a “ stripper” 
goes through one time. 
This 
means that most or all of the 
cotton in a field must be open 
and ready for picking, which 
is aided 
by the use of a de­ 
foliant chemical sprayed on by 
airplanes. 
This machine was 
so successful that several large 
acreage 
farm ers in the area 
have ordered them for use in 
next year’s harvest. 
In the ginning field, with the 
plants being deluged with cotton 
at 
the peak of the 
harvest 
through the use of rapid pick­ 
ing machines by producers who 


could operate them 24 hours a 
day when conditions were good, 
something had to be done so 
that a gin could process the 
cotton faster. 
For years, it 
was a rule of thumb that one 
gin stand could turn out one bale 
of cotton per hour. Most M is­ 
souri gins had either three or 
four such stands, and a few had 
five. 
The ginning machinery 
industry, 
however, 
has de­ 
veloped an improved system in­ 
corporating 
two 
stands, 
operated by a push-button con­ 
sole, 
which can turn out 120 
bales per day. Several of these 
have been used to replace the 
older 
slower 
machinery in 
Southeast M issouri.

NEW YORK (AP) — Prosper­ 
ity and rising employment are 
combining to put a bind on that 
once all but limitless market, 
the part-time or seasonal work­ 
er. Many stores are finding it 
harder this year to get compe­ 
tent extra help to handle the 
December rush of shoppers. 
At the other end of the scale, 
prosperity and a tighter labor 
market are making it harder to 
fill higltly skilled Jobs, esp e cial­ 
ly in those industries where dis­ 
coveries, new techniques and 
products seem to be almost an 
everyday occurrence.

They worked 
for a few weeks, used the extra 
Income to handle troublesome 
bills or to furnish welcome pin 
money for their own hoiiciay if* 
shopping.

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“Are We Heading 
For World War IHT 


By J. Lester McGee, D.L\ 
A British Editor once asked 
an audience of m inisters why 
so many serm ons are dull. When 
no one answered, he supplied 
this reason: 
“ They are dull 
because 
preachers are trying 
to answer questions that no one 
Is asking." 
My friends, 
this morning I 
am trying to answ er an irk­ 
some question that is on the 
quivering lips of every Ameri­ 
can. ARE WE HEADING 
FOR 
WORLD WAR m ? And I am not 
so sure such a question is out 
of place In contem porary pul­ 
pit, for It has vast spiritual 
and social ram ifications. 
If I am any student of history 
at all, I see something omin­ 
ous on the world horizon. Of 
course, I recognize the pos­ 
sibility of being dead wrong, 
but I had rather be wrong, even 
to the point of stupidity, 
and 
awaken you, than to be right and 
do you no good. 
I am not a 
militarist. I am not a states­ 
man. I 
am not a politician. 
I am a mtnLster of C hrist, and 
this Is a sermon. 
When we think of war, there 
comes to mind a set pattern— 
a declaration of war, the be­ 
ginning of hostilities, an open 
slugfest with nuclear bombs 
and other nuclear arm s 
as 
ours and communism's 
chief 
weapons. 
But I seriously 
doubt that taking place for a 
while at least. 
Communism 
does not want open military 
warfare with us yet, 
and it 
will not happen unless we are 
all inadvertently dragged into 
it. 
Dr. Toynbee, the British his­ 
torian, has said that he does 
not see the time when the Rus­ 
sians will feel strong enough to 
take on the United States In 
open, all-out military warfare. 
In fact, from all I have been 
able to learn, after a careful 
study of the Marxian philosophy, 
it Is communism's strategy not 
to open 
military hostilities 
herself against America. Hers 
Is a long 
range plan. 
Com­ 
munism 
takes the long way 
home. So far as America is 
concerned, the Russians will 
bide their time. I am not so 
sure 
about 
Red China. 
But 
we can look for one sore spot 
after another 
erupting on the 
surface of the globe , 
little 
revolutions, keeping us and the 
U.N. in a constant stew running 
here and there putting out the 
fire and trying to restore peace 
and order. And all the while 
the USSR and Red China, be- 
hlnd this 
srrppn, to var . 
lshly working to bring 
their 
economic order and nuclear 
stockpiles to a level 
com­ 
parable to ours. 
Wishful thinkers keep hoping 
for a state of peace In the world, 
but there is no peace. The Cu­ 
ban cataclysm, 
the Vietnam- 
dehacle, all southeast Asia in 
a ferment, Korea seething with 
apprehension, Red China pawing 
the shoreline looking longingly 
at Formosa, Africa foam lng and 
steaming, Germany divided by 
sn ugly wall, Latin America in 
a perpetual state of 
unrest, 
demonstrations in front 
of 
Embassies. 
Skirmishes, 
up­ 
heavals, riots, armed revolts 
on every continent and in every 


nook and co m er of the e a r th - 
one festering sore after an­ 
other coming to a head and all 
according 
to 
the communist 
tim e-table. 
Whose tactical strategy is CO­ 
EXISTENCE? 
No one knows exactly what 
"co-existence 1' means. There 
Is a feeling that the present Sov­ 
iet 
government 
Is somewhat 
less m ilitarily belligerent than 
Red China, 
but no one 
who 
looks at the situation realisti­ 
cally 
suggests that there has 
ever been a significant change in 
the Russian objective. 
Their 
eventual aim is still 
WORLD 
DOMINATION. 
You 
rem em ber 
what Lenin 
said: “ As l o n g as capitalism and 
socialism exist, we cannot live 
in peace; in the end, one or the 
other will trium ph. 
A funeral 
dirge will be sung over the Sov­ 
iet Republic or over world cap- 
, italism ." 
Russia i s staking everything on 
a total m oral, spiritual 
and 
psychological collapse of demo­ 
cracy and free enterprise as a 
popular liveable wa\ of life in 
America. 
The adherents of 
communism believe — and that 
belief is a strong conviction, a 
flaming passion — that our way 
of life is doomed to failure 
because of its weaknesses and 
encum brances, which somehow 
they see, but we are not able 
to see; or lf 
shrug 
our 
shoulders 
and disinter­ 
estedly pass by. Russia thinks 
she forsees the eventual decay 
of our dem ocracy. 
To 
them 
democracy and free enterprise 
have to fall. They will fall. The 
collapse of our economy Is 
something 
they 
are staking 
everything on. 
What 
then 
is the over-all 
Marxian 
strategy? 
Forment 
trouble throughout 
the world 
without becoming directly in­ 
volved . 
Sap the democratic 
strength. And while that moral, 
spiritual and psychological de­ 
cay is working within, she will 
continue 
to 
W’e a r us and the 
W estern W orld down by ingen­ 
iously 
planned 
uprisings in 
every part of the world, 
and 
minutely scheduled aggressive 
moves on t h e p art of her already 
bullied a n d hypnotized Satellites 
to whom she lends just enough 
false encouragem ent and mili­ 
tary arm s to food their national 
ego. L ittle does she care for 
their ultim ate sorrow and ruin. 
Her chief purpose is to 
de­ 
m oralize the W estern World, 
to weaken and w ear us down, 
waiting 
until we 
eventually 
crack 
Thbn with one mas­ 
terful stroke, having 
already 
Infiltrated 
governm ent, 
edu­ 
cation, business and religion, 
start the bloody revolution. 
Now that isn ’t something I 
read or conjured up. It is not 
a hypothetical proposition thai 
makes g o o d "open-eyed,m outh- 
gaping" pulpit palaver. Ever)' 
student of M arxism knows that 
is the strategy. 
When we do

problem In defense is how far 
you can go without destroying 
from within what you are try ­ 
ing to defend from without."

The old method of 
fair and 
friendly competition is dying 
sim ply because it has been 
em ptied of the true C hristian 
sp irit and Is now hollow and 
dry. 
My 
friends, when your 
profit 
motives Incomes your 
all-consum ing motive to the 
exclusion of every humanitarian 
outlook, then dry-rot sets in, 
and your capitalistic system 
takes a tumble. When m ater­ 
ialistic and secularistic think­ 
ing 
supplants 
the C hristian 
principle and the Christian in- 
reach 
and out-reach of life, 
then the days of your economy 
are numbered. 
A m aterial­ 
istic,

warned that 
if that happens, 
America 
will be gone In ten 
years, 
engulfed by the double 
threat of communism 
and nu­ 
clear w arfare. 
My friends, let me be specific 
in a field In which I have a 
right to speak. And I say it 
even at the risk of being called 
a calamity howler. We are not 
as Christian a nation as 
we 
rationalize ourselves into be­ 
lieving we are. 
And Russia 
knows that. Do you think Russia 
would dare tam per with our way 
of life if she thought we were 
as sold on it as were our early 
American fathers?

473 shoplifting cases involving 
stolen goods worth almost $5 
million. 
Most shoplifters are women, 
the FBI said, "probahly be­ 
cause of the ease with which the 
female shoplifter can conceal 
stolen articles on and around 
her person.” 
The FBI's legal term for shop­ 
lifting is "stealin g." To fit that 
description, the culprit must 
take merchandise from a store 
during business hours and carry

OTTAWA (AP) — Canadian 
officials said today the U. S. 
nuclear bombs on planes of oth­ 
er Atlantic Alliance nations are 
nothing more than tin cans until

dent. 
They said nuclear bombs are 
slung under a certain number of 
Canadian and 
West German 
FI04 Siarflghter Jets in West 
Germany when the planes are 
on what is known as "quick ac­ 
tion alert." 
The bombs are useless until 
they are armed with various 
secret mechanical and electron­ 
ic devices which can be opera­ 
ted only by the U. S. custody 
team and the U. S . nuclear offi­ 
cer, the officials said. 
In addition, the planes are 
guarded'tirarmed U .S. sentries 
in "p en s" behind closed doors, 
they said. The pilots stay near 
the planes but not In them. 
The planes do not take off un­ 
less war starts, whether the 
bombs are armed or unarmed, 
the officials said. The alert is to 
prevent the planes being de­ 
stroyed on the ground. 
The Canadian sources said the 
same arrangements apply to 
West 
Germany, the Nether­ 
lands, Belgium and other North

Treaty Organization 
countries that have bilateral 
nuclear agreements with the 
United States.

NEW YORK STATE RECONSIDERS DIVORCE 
AS EARLY as 1869 the New York Times was 
inveighing against the trade in procurement 
of divorce by means of fraud and perjury. 
Grounds for divorce in the state have been 
limited to adultery since the state’s first general 
divorce law was enacted in 1787. Now the chair­ 
man of a joint legislative committee, State Sen. 
Jerome L. Wilson (D), promises thata “modern 
matrimonial statute” will be introduced at the 
1966 session of the legislature. 
The Joint Legislative Committee on Matri­ 
monial and Family Laws was created in 1956 
but up until June of this year was limited to 
procedural aspects of the state law. In a resolu­ 
tion adopted last summer the legislature gave 
the group power to study and 
recommend 
changes, citing “widespread fraud, collusion, 
and perjury in matrimonial actions and proceed­ 
ings.” 
The committee has been 
holding hearings 
throughout the state. It must report back to the 
legislature by Dec. 15. 
THE MERE FACT that hearings have not 
aroused a storm of controversy gives some 
reason to believe that a change in the New York 
law is achievable, If by no means certain. 
fProf. >relson Blake,M ^tojrlan? ^ ‘SpMCWSe 
University, told the committee on Oct. 27 
that “the elements that have wanted to oppose 
change, it seems to me, are not fighting it as 
obviously and vigorously as they have sometimes 
in the past.” 
“I was hoping you’d tell us not to be afraid,” 
Assemblyman P. E. Sutton, a Democrat who 
represents a central Harlem district, replied. 
“ But you are just telling us to be brave.” 
THE NEW YORK divorce law is the harshest 
in the nation. The U.S. Constitution was adopted 
in the same year as the New York law; it has 
been amended more than a score of times in 
178 years, but the New York law remains un­ 
changed. 
Until this June the legislature repeatedly had 
refused to make even a study of the substance 
of the law. When the operative resolution went 
through in June, the Times observed: “Whatever 
brought it about, we congratulate the legislature 
for a noteworthy and historic achievement.” 
The committee is now analyzing statements 
from nearly 100 experts who presented religious, 
sociological, and legal lines of argument at 
hearings in New York City, Albany, and Buffalo. 
A Roman Catholic jurist, Supreme Court Justice 
William D. Lawless of Erie County, advocated 
additional grounds for divorce which may well 
be accepted by Catholic diocesan officials. 
“The issue,” Judge Lawless said, “is whether 
to broaden our grounds for civil divorce to 
include mental cruelty, physcial cruelty, and 
desertion. I believe that we should reject mental 
cruelty but accept physical cruelty and deser­ 
tion.” 
Proponents of a liberalization of the state law 
are led by the Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York. The lawyers let it be known 
that legislators who tried to block the reform 
plan again would meet with opposition at election 
time. 
Whatever action the legislature takes, the draft 
bill the committee is preparing is sure to 
provide against easy or “quickie” divorce. At 
a time when control in Albany is neatly divided 
between Republicans and Democrats the outlook 
for compromise is roseate if not actually bright.

SNOW, BEAUTIFUL SNOW 
Deceptively innocent looking, like the legendary 
Lorelei, snow goes on luring men to their doom, 
season after season. 
The occasional devastating avalanche is the 
most dramatic manifestation of snow’s power 
to do harm. But even more insidious, the Mis­ 
souri Heart Association warns, may be its 
fluffy white blankets and drifts, lying beautifully 
passive where they fell on your driveway and 


walks. Just asking to be shoveled away. 
And the middle - aged sedentary American 
householder, bestirring himself from his cozy 
hearth to heft his trusty shovel and have a go 
at the stuff, may be asking for trouble. 
Because each season a heavy snowfall is fol­ 
lowed by flurries of heart attack deaths due 
to overexertion, the Minnesota Heart Associa­ 
tion’s Work Evaluation Unit conducted a three- 
minute test of the effects of snow shoveling 
on the heart. Eleven volunteers, ranging in 
age from 45 to 75, were cleared for the test 
after preliminary heart examinations. Five of 
the eleven had recovered from mild heart 
attacks. 
The subjects attacked a thick bank of snow 
one cold morning — the thermometer regis­ 
tered 14 degrees below zero — with electrodes 
taped to their chests and connected to tiny 
radio transmitters in their belts. The strain 
on their hearts was recorded by an electro­ 
cardiograph machine in a nearby building moni­ 
tored by a group of physicians. Two of the 
volunteers had to be stopped after one minute 
because the ECG showed their hearts were not 
getting enough oxygen. 
For men in this age group the Missouri Heart 
Association advises: 
If you have heart disease, don’t shovel snow 
without your doctor’s approval. 
If you are over 40 and healthy, you may shovel, 
but take it easy. Snow-shoveling is strenuous 
exercise, and can kick back at the heart of a 
person who is unaccustomed to regular physical 
activity. Cold weather intensifies the strain on 
the heart. 
It’s better to shovel before eating or wait an 
hour after eating, as you should for most 
vigorous exercise. And don’t smoke while work­ 
ing; tobacco causes constriction of the blood 
vessels, just as cold air does. The combination 
can be dangerous. 
Never shovel to the point of exhaustion. Don’t 
let the invigorating air or a warming shot of 
whisky fool you. 
Dress warmly in loose, comfortable heavy 
clothing, muffling ears and throat, keeping hands 
and feet dry. 
When you shovel, lift with your entire body 
(each shovelful of dry snow weighs four pounds 
plus the weight of the shovel; wet snow is much 
heavier). Let your back and leg muscles take 
some of the strain off your arms. 
If you become breathless, rest until breathing 
is easy. If you feel a tightness in the chest, quit. 
Last, and probably the best word of advice: 
lire the neighbor’s boy to do the job for you.

Chinese accusation that Moscow 
is the lackey of Washington. 
3. - Most basic however, is 
the Johnson administration’s 
failure to realize the tremen­ 
dous changes that have 
oc­ 
curred in Russia and take ad­ 
vantage of them. 
Twenty years ago Franklin 
Roosevelt argued that Russia 
was 
sure 
to 
change, 
that 
moderation would replace e*» 
tremism, that tough Commu­ 
nism 
would 
give 
way to a 
socialism similar to chat of the 
British Labor Party, and that 
the peace of the world depended 
on USA-USSR cooperation. 
REVERSING ROOSEVELT 
But as the war ended Roose­ 
velt died. Harry Hopkins, who 
agreed with him, died shortly 
thereafter. Henry Wallace re­ 
signed from the Truman ad­ 
ministration over this issue of 
Russian 
cooperation. 
And 
American foreign 
policy fell 
into the hands of the hard^iosed 
clique which believed war with 
Russia inevitable; and that we 
must 
rebuild 
the 
old Nazi 
cartels as a buffer against Rus­ 
sia. 
Many of those who worked 


to 
rebuild 
Germany 
rep­ 
resented the U. S, bankers who 
had invested so heavily in Hit­ 
ler’s Germany — James For- 
restal of Dillon, Read who be­ 
came Secretary of Defense; Wil­ 
liam 
Draper of Dill ion, Read 
who was Undersecretary of the 
Army; John J. McCloy of the 
Chase Bank who became High 
Commissioner of Germany; and 
John Foster Dulles, Attorney 
for various pro-German New 
York banks, who became Sec­ 
retary of State. 
It was Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
who had worked with Red army 
leaders during the war who 
finally, and with some timidity, 
began to reverse the anti-Rus­ 
sian policy by inviting Khrush­ 
chev to Washington. 
John F. Kennedy, after much 
hesitation 
and 
some 
false 
starts, continued the thaw with 
his American university speech 
and his Test-Ban Treaty. 
And Johnson, during his first 
year in office, made various 
conciliatory moves toward bet­ 
ter Russian • American under­ 
standing. 
However, Johnson, a superb 
leader on the domestic front, 
came to office with no back­ 
ground 
in 
foreign affairs. 
Though 
he 
bettered FDR’s 
leadership on domestic prob­ 
lems he lacked FDR’s long- 
range foresight that the Soviet 
would turn from extremism to 
moderation. He did not under­ 
stand the continuing debate be­ 
tween the pro • German fac­ 
tion in Washington and 
Wall 
Street and the faction which 
believed that peace can be in­ 
sured only by cooperation be­ 
tween the world’s two most 
powerful nations — the USA 
and the USSR. 
That’s how Johnson accepted 
military advice in Viet Nam, 
thereby drifting into a deadened 
from whence he looks help­ 
lessly at the bitter debate be­ 
tween China and Russia without 
being able to take advantage of 
it. Historians will probably re­ 
cord this as his greatest mis­ 
take. 


Equal Sex Job Law Hurts Wom­ 
en, Will Cost Nation Hundreds 
of Millions of $$$. 
Washington, D. C.: — Most 
everybody has been guffawing 
about this new equal sex law 
or writing of it as though it 
were a script for Bob Hope. 
You know, men are bumping 
women on the seniority line; 
or looking for jobs as night club 
bunnies or as attendants in a 
corset shop; or the ladies want 
jobs supplying towels in a men’s 
turklsh bath. And will a lady 
now be able to pitch for the 
Mets, asked one of the coun­ 
try’s most staid journals with 
new-found kittenish humor. 
Everybody is chortling over 
the new Title VII Equal Em­ 
ployment 
Opportunity clause, 
which says the sexes must be 
• treated equally in 
hiring — 
almost everybody, that is. 
However, it is all very un­ 
funny to some astute govern­ 
ment, industry and labor lead­ 
ers who have taken a good look 
at the law which Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. now is trying to 
administer. 
It will cost the nation’s pub­ 
lic and private enterprises hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
annually if ever it is really 
enforced. 
It all springs from the fact 
that the men want what the 
women have — special privi­ 
leges, 
earlier 
retirement, 
easier 
work 
codes, 
special 
seats, everything in fact except 
four weeks off before childbirth 
as 
provided by the laws of 
Puerto Rico and six states. 
What the male worker 1s say­ 
ing, in growing numbers, is: 
if discrimination against any 
sex is now Illegal and all are 
equal, then the women should 
not be more equal than men. 
Thus Mr. Roosevelt’s head­ 
quarters have received com­ 
plaints from men who want one 
firm to permit them to wear 
rings since their fellow women 
employes are allowed to do so. 
One chap has charged that he 
was discriminated against when 
a company refused to hire him 
as a secretary. He can take 
175 words per minute. A female 
was hired who is much slower 
than he is. And he now wants 
the job. 
Men have protested that the 
Pentagon won’t hire them as 
overseas teachers; or that some 
banks want lady tellers. 
Obviously thousands of com­ 
panies will have to alter their 
hiring policies — and scores 
of federal bureaus as well. 
But as Adam said to Eve 
after he bit the apple, this is 
just the beginning. There is 
the rather big item of retire­ 
ment. In many areas and in 


many Industries women retire 
earlier than men under pri- 
vate and public pension sy s­ 
tem s. In private industry, wom­ 
en can retire at 62 and most 
men at 65. Now the men say, 
why discriminate against us. 
We too want to quit at the 
earlier age. 
Look also at the Railroad Re­ 
tirement Board, a government 
agency. 
It handles, 
amongst 
other matters, the retirement 
pension system for almost 500,- 
000 men and women, who once 
worked on the lines. 
Under its rules, women can 
retire after 30 years service 
at 60 years of age for benefits 
which the men can’t get until 
they are 62 or 65. Now some 
of the railroad men are de­ 
manding sexual equality in r e ­ 
tirement. 
Why can't they quit at 60, they 
are asking. If the Railroad Re­ 
tirement Board, as an example, 
is ordered by another federal 
bureau to obey the E .E .o .c, 
law, the whole system will have 
to be revamped at the cost of 
many millions of dollars. 
And then there are laws which 
provide special conditions for 
women working between ma­ 
chines, near coke ovens, in 
foundries, on polishing equip­ 
ment, etc., and in weight lift­ 
ing and carrying. 
It’s now becoming apparent 
that male workers are begin­ 
ning to demand equality under 
these laws, too. This weight 
lifting thing is tricky. Utah, 
apparently, is the most gentle 
of states. It forbids women to 
lift more than 15 pounds. Michi­ 
gan is more lenient. Weight 
load for ladies in the auto state 
is 35 pounds. 
Men, until the law came, were 
considered the tougher of the 
species. 
R was agreed they 
could lift and carry greater 
weights than the females. Now 
there is a move to carry as 
little weight as the distaff side 
does. 
Obviously what started as a gag 
by some Congressman, dazzled 
by the thought of equality Qf 
the sexes, has not proven to 
be a bit of gallantry. Some of 
it is tragic. 
There are big corporations 
now which have been forced to 
merge the seniority lists of 
men and women employes—and 
since the men usually are on the 
job longest, the female work­ 
ers, many without any other 
support, are being bumped from 
their jobs. Some are in their 
late fifties and have no place 
to go but on the relief roles. 
This not so funny, un-bunny 
law needs sharp and swift r e ­ 
view--and, some believe, even 
quicker repeal.

000,000 worth of farm

mas this year. Our exports 
have doubled in the last ten 
years The world’s major trad­ 
ing countries have already in­ 
creased their imports from the 
U.S. by more than two-thirds 
this year. 
Missouri’s share of total U.S. 
exports continues to rise. Trade 
expansion councils around the 
State have done an outstanding 
job of urging Missourians to 
look to foreign markets for 
■ growth and expansion. 
While total U.S. exports to 
tiny Switzerland have doubled 
in the past ten years, Mis­ 
souri’s exports to Switzerland 
have 
more than quadrupled. 


Switzerland is now buying from 
Missouri an estimated $4,900,- 
000 worth of leather, chemi­ 
cal and meat products.

On World Stage

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
is intermission time on the 
world stage. 
For most of this century a 
succession of colorful men dom­ 
inated the mind and imagina­ 
tion of the world. Most are dead 
or retired now. The rest of this 
century will have to manufac­ 
ture new men to take their 
place. 
There 
were 
loudmouths 
among those giants of the past, 
and actors, orators, fanatics, 
and true world leaders, whether 
they were loved or hated. 
Of them all only two still have 
top billing: Red China’s Mao 
Tze-tung, and French President 
Charles de Gaulle. A few others 
from the past are still in the 
show but have quieted down 
from age or circumstance. 
At 72 Mao has become a shad­ 
owy figure, hardly seen,m orea 
legend than a man. He says lit­ 
tle the world hears. He was nev­ 
er colorful. It is hard to know 
anymore what his real role is. 
De Gaulle, always the actor, 
is still colorful even if he says 
nothing and points his nose in 
the air. At 75 he seems certain 
of a new seven-year term as 
president. But his dominance is 
limited mostly to France and 
Western Europe. 


President Johnson, a newcom­ 
er to the world scene, has con­ 
centrated on his domestic prob­ 
lems and stayed pretty much off 
the international stage. So it 
would be straining to say he is a 
dominant world figure, captur­ 
ing men's minds. 
President John F. Kennedy 
was the opposite. He was a new­ 
comer, too, but, while he was no 
smash-hit in getting Congress to 
do what he wanted, he plunged 
into the international act early. 
The result: in the less than 
three years of his presidency he 
was a famous and generally 
admired 
figure 
around the 
world. 
For eample: Before he was 
six months in office he liad vis­ 
ited De Gaulle, dined with the 
queen of England, had a sum­ 
mit meeting with Soviet Pre­ 
mier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev in 
Vienna, and then had a crisis 
over the Berlin wall. 
Other figures from the past, 
although still in power, say few 
lines anymore: Egypt's Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser, Yu­ 
goslavia's Marshal Tito, and 
Indonesia's President Sukarno, 
very 
rambunctious until his 
home-grown 
Communists re­ 
cently tried to take the play 
away from him. 
Chiang Kai-shek is still head 
man on Formosa but in his 


more than 35 years before the 
world audience he was never 
colorful, never said much. 
Nothing shows the contrast 
between past and present more 
than 
the 
Khrushchev case. 
Bounced over a year ago, he 
is now in obscurity. Probably 
not one American in 1,000could 
name his successors, much less 
spell their names. 
Yet Khrushchev, one of histo­ 
ry's greatest actor-loudmouths, 
was also one of the most fasci­ 
nating figures of the century. In 
recent days Red China and the 
Soviet Union moved closer to a 
Catal split. They exchanged long 
invectives. 
But the leaders said nothing 
in their own names. What they 
said sounded like a dialogue 
between pedantic philosophers. 
Not one figure on the scene 
today, except perhaps for Mao 
and De Gaulle, is known to the 
world audience or entrances it 
like Churchill, Franklin D. Roo­ 
sevelt, 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
Woodrow Wilson, Harry S. Tru­ 
man, Lenin, Stalin, Trotsky, 
Hitler, Mussolini, Eisenhower, 
Nehru, Gandhi.

Fight 


IA DRANG VALLEY, South 
Viet Nam (AP) — A month of 
bitter fighting in Viet Nam’s 
central highlands has ended. 
American and South Vietnam­ 
ese troops who mauled four 
Communist North Vietnamese 
regiments have left the hloody 
la Drang Valley and have gone 
to seek their enemy elsewhere. 
Before they left, they reported 
2,344 North Vietnamese dead. 
More are believed to have *lied 
in battles beneath the towering 
hills which mark Viet Nam's 
frontier with Catnhodia, 200 
miles north of Saigon. 
For days men of the UJS. 1st 
Cavalry, Airmobile, Division 
and a brigade of South Vietnam­ 
ese 
paratroopers have been 
searching the region, trying to 
provoke a fight. Prisoners say 
that what is left of more than 
one d vision of North Vietnam­ 
ese has slipped away. 
Senior American and South 
Vietnamese officers are con­ 
vinced they have handed the 
Communists a serious setback. 
During the campaign Ameri­ 
can “ Flying Horsemen” had to 
beat back human wave assaults 
which left North Vietnamese 
dead heaped before their posi­ 
tions. Snipers in trees 
or 
lurking in the undergrowth were 
a constant menace. In some 
actions, UjS. casualties 
were 
heavy. 
The campaign was triggered

Vietnamese tanks and 
U.S. artillery and warplanes 
smashed the Communist on­ 
slaught on Plei Me and the 
North Vietnamese commander 
ordered a withdrawal. 
American cavalrymen swung 
into pursuit before the North 
Vietnamese had time to re­ 
group. 
American 
battalions 
dropped into clearings from 
helicopters, 
fanned 
out and 
swept through the jungle. 
As soon as an area had been 
searched it 
was abandoned.

Battalions were moved40times 
between Oct. 26 and Nov. 26 to 
keep the Communists off bal­ 
ance. Helicopters flew 23,800 
hours of 49,000 sorties during 
this period to move men and 
supplies. 
With the men came batteries 
of 105mm howitzers to pound 
jungle hideouts of the North 
Vietnamese with 31,873 shells 
during the month.

Slightly more than 11,000 tons of 
supplies were lifted into battle 
by the big choppers. 
UJS, Sky raider attack bomb­ 
ers, veterans of the Korean 
War, and supersonic jets were 
never more than minutes away 
from the troops, ready to swoop 
down to help any outfit in trou­ 
ble. 
Pinpointing the targets were 
Air Force pilots in spotter 
planes slowed down to 70 miles 
an hour. 
Dive-bombing 
and 
strafing 
tore great holes in the enemy 
forces.

hard-pressed, 
Army officers told the planes to 
drop high explosives too close to 
their own troops for comfort. 
They were willing to accept 
light casualties among their 
own men to break up North 
Vietnamese assaults. 
Tactical warplanes flew near­ 
ly 610 sorties during the week- 
long battle for Plei Me and an­ 
other 696 sorties for the rest of 
the campaign. Fach plane car­ 
ried two tons of explosives. 
Backing up the Air Force 
planes were the cavalry’s own 
flytng artillery — helicopters 
which launched 8,188 rockets. 
Strategic Air Command B52 
bombers from Guam dropped 1 ,- 
835 tons of bombs on the Cliu 
Phong area where the Commu­ 
nists were t>elieved to have 
cached their stores of rice and 
ammunition. 
Hills rumbled as Communist 
munitions dumps blew up. 
The 1st Battalion of the 7th 
Cavalry Regiment slugged it out 
with North Vietnamese for more 
than two days m a small clear* 
ing on the forward slopesalCau . 
P.iong. 
Its 
thinned 
ranks cheered 
wildly after the battle when the 
silver eagles of a full colonel 
were pinned on its commander, 
Hal Moore of Bardstown, Ky. 
Moore's men had withstood re ­ 
peated 
suicidal 
charges and 
withering fire from the ridge 
above them. 
On 
at 
least one occasion 
Americans outdid then adver­ 
saries in jungle cunning. A 
North Vietnamese heavy wtup* 
ons company carrying mortars 
and recoilless antitank rifles 
was cut to pieces in less than 
three minutes in a night ambush 
laid by men of the 1st Squadron 
of the 9th Cavalry along a trail 
close to Cambodia. 
Capt. 
Charles 
Knowlen of 
East Holden, Maine, sprang the 
trap. 
Each of the flying cavalry’s 
line battalions w ent into the bat­ 
tle. 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Richard 
T. 
Knowles said: “ I am tremen­ 
dously proud of them.” 
Knowles noted tliat the Com­ 
munists maneuvered well and 
had good fire discipline. 
“ We can take them,” Knowles 
said.

Six Burn To 
Death In 
House Fire 


QUAKERTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 
Numbered by the tragedy, a 52- 
year-old father sat in a state 
police car today and watched 
investigators probe the smokine 
ruins 
where 
six 
children 
burned to death. 
The victims were the children 
or foster children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Chester Allen Sr. The chil­ 
dren died Tuesday night when a 
fast-spreading 
fire 
trapped 
them in their one-story wooden 
home in a rural area near this 
southeastern 
Pennsylvania 
community. 
A 
seventh child 
was critically burned. 
Allen sat in the back seat of 
the state police car staring 
straight ahead as investigators 
in the pre-dawn darkness tried 
to learn what caused the fire. 
Chester Allen Jr., 19, said the 
victims were his brothers Eric 
1, and David 11, and four foster 
children his parents cared for: 
Jack Jones, 2; Robin Jones, 8; 
Penny Jones, 6; and Ronnie 
Jones, 7. 
The son said he left his father 
at the house Tuesday night and 
went with his wife, Elaine, and 
a sister, Elizabeth, 17, to pick 
up the mother at a nursing 
home where she worked. Chest­ 
er Jr. said when they left, his 
father had been trying to light 
the furnace to ward off sub­ 
freezing cold. 
As they returned home about 
45 
minutes 
later, Elizabeth 
said, “ We 
saw the flames 
going up one side of the house. 
By the time we got there the 
whole joint was gone.” 
Chester J r. said he and his 
mother tried vainly to reach the 
trapped and screaming chil­ 
dren, but were driven back by 
the intense heat. Finally the 
mother managed to drag out a 
son, Alonzo, 12, who was taken 
to a Quakertown hospital in crit­ 
ical cond.tion. Chester Jr. and 
his mother also were treated for 
burns. 
All the victims were Negroes.

Cotton Producers Given Data 
On 1966 Federal Program 


By MAX STURM 
PORTAGE VILLE, - Southeast 
Missouri cotton farmers 
are 
currently coming to grips with 
the 1966 federal cotton program 
and to help them with informa­ 
tion and suggestions the Mis­ 
souri Cotton Producers Assoc­ 
iation is holding a series of 
meetings throughout the region. 
A meeting will be held in Sikes- 
ton tonight at 7 p.m. in the 
American Legion building for 
Mississippi, 
Scott, and Stod­ 
dard county cotton farmers. 
Hilton Bracey, executive vice- 
president 
of the association 
stated that the new cotton pro­ 
gram “ permits about as many 
choices 
or possibilities as to 
acreage 
and 
price 
support 
levels as there are cotton farm­ 
ers. 
“ It 
would be virtually im­ 
possible for a farmer to choose 
the best plan 
for a particular 
farm under all circumstances 
and conditions because there 
are 
too many ‘unknowns* in­ 
volved to arrive at a clear-cut 
decision/* he said. 
He is 
urging area 
farmers to learn 
all they can about the new pro­ 
grams and to finally base their 
decisions as to planting levels 
“ on their desire or lack of de­ 
sire to stay in the cotton busi­ 
ness.** 
He declared it was his opinion 
that farmers 
and areas 
that 
grow cotton during the current 
transition period “ will be the 
ones most likely to end up with 
a share of the cotton produc­ 
ing business after the ‘wash­ 
out* is over.** He added 
that 
the procedure chosen by var­ 
ious farmers to use in the 1966 
program “ will have a signifi­ 
cant bearing on the 
future of 
cotton in Southeast Missouri.** 
In the MCPA meetings, being 
attended by area business lead­ 
ers 
as 
well as 
farmers, 
Bracey suggests that farmers 
ask themselves 
this question: 
“ Do we want to grow cotton?** 
in considering how to work next 
year under 
the federal pro­ 
gram. 
“ If the answer to the question 
is ‘no,* 
and the farmer rea­ 
lizes 
that he would in effect 
be putting himself and his com­ 
munity out of the cotton business 
by not growing cotton, then in all 
probability 
he would be well 
advised to cut back as much as 
he can on his cotton production. 
If the farmer answers 'yes* to 
the question, 
then he should 
plant all of the cotton he is 
permitted under the new pro-i 
gram, 
and do everything he 
can in the way of cultural prac­ 
tices and management to pro­ 
duce the maximum amount pos­ 
sible qn his land.** Bracey ex­ 
plained! J 1 
o 
The MCPA official, 
who is 
personally conducting the ser­ 
ies of regional meetings, dis­ 
cussed a detailed 
statement 
on “ Why Grow Cotton?** con­ 
taining seven major reasons 
that 
farmers should consid­ 
er, 
he stated, in addition to 
the 
“ arithmetic** of prices 
and payment levels on an in­ 
dividual farm basis: 
“ 1. To stay in the cotton busi­ 
ness. Producers and areas that 
grow cotton during the current 
transition period are the ones 
most likely to end up with a 
share of the cotton business 
after the ‘wash-out* is over. 
Those that grow all of the cot­ 
ton they are permitted to grow 
under the new program and 
keep their operations from fall­ 
ing apart will likely stay in the 
cotton business. Those that cur­ 
tail their operations 
and live 
on “ cut-back** payments will 
likely fall by the wayside. 
“ 2. To protect land values. 
Land 
values of the Missouri 
delta are tied directly to cot­ 
ton production. Curtailment of 
production and eventual loss of 
cotton allotments would in all 
probability 
result in lower 
prices for farm land. All land­ 
owners and the economic well­ 
being of agricultural communi­ 
ties would 
be adversely af­ 
fected by depressed land values. 
Landowners who are paying for 
land purchased at prices based 
on cotton production would be 
particularly 
hard pressed to 
meet their financial obligations. 
“ 3. To utilize farm machln-. 
ery. Mechanical cotton pickers 
and other farm machinery de­ 
preciate in value and cost the 
owner whether used or not. Idle 
farm 
machinery is a mighty 
poor investment for any farm­ 
er and especially to the farmer 
who is stUl paying for a machine 
that has become ‘unemployed* 
as a result of curtailed cotton 
production. 
“ 4. To lower per unit costs. 
Cotton production 
must 
be 
maintained at the highest pos­ 
sible level if production costs 
are to be further reduced. Per 
unit 
costs increase as volume 
goes down — decrease 
as 
volume goes up. 
“ 5. To maintain processing, 
storage and handling facilities. 
Efficient ginning, storage and 
handling are essential to the 
success of the cotton industry. 
Modern 
ginning 
machinery 
makes it possible for producers 
to hold-down production costs 
through use of mechanical cot­ 
ton pickers. 
Local storage 
assures 
area of production 
identification which is becom­ 
ing 
Increasingly important in 
the merchandising of cotton. 
Contraction of ginning, 
stor­ 
age, 
and handling facilities 
would almost certainly result 
in loss of efficiencies and high­ 
er charges to producers. 
“ 6. To provide employment. 
Employment 
of labor is of 


major 
importance 
to the 
economy as a whole, 
and a 
continuing supply of labor is 
absolutely 
necessary to the 
production 
of 
cotton and all 
other farm crops. Labor forced 
to move from an area where 
production is severely curtailed 
in all likelihood will not return, 
and will not be available to meet 
any future need. 
“ 7. To support the economics 
of cotton producing areas. The 
cotton industry does not 
and 
cannot 
stand alone. R is a 
part of the economy 
of the 
community. 
A healthy cotton 
Industry is necessary 
for 
economic stability and growth 
in Southeast Missouri. The en­ 
tire community 
would suffer 
from a drastic curtailment of 
cotton production.*' 
The MCPA over the years has 
advocated producing as 
much 
cotton as possible per acre on as 
many acres 
as possible in 
tceeping with balanced farming 
practices, as opposed to leaving 
land out of cotton production 
with the farmers receiving di­ 
rect subsidies from the federal 
government for doing so. 
While studying the new cotton 
program, 
Bootheel 
farmers 
also must take into consider­ 
ation other inovatlons in cotton 
production and ginning that have 
been developed in recent years. 
These include the use of fertil­ 
izers 
and chemicals for dis­ 
ease and weed control, new 
types of cotton, 
and new ma­ 
chines. For example, 
in the 
field of mechanization a new 
type of picking machine 
was 
tried out in Missouri this year 
which has been used success­ 
fully in Texas and other south­ 
ern states for several years. 
While the conventional 
ma­ 
chine can be run through afield 
of cotton several times, pick­ 
ing the cotton as it opens, this 
new type, known as a “ stripper" 
goes through one time. 
This 
means that most or all of the 
cotton in a field must be open 
and ready for picking, which 
is aided 
by the use of a de­ 
foliant chemical sprayed on by 
airplanes. 
This machine was 
so successful that several large 
acreage 
farmers in the area 
have ordered them for use in 
next year’s harvest. 
In the ginning field, with the 
plants being deluged with cotton 
at 
the peak of the 
harvest 
through the use of rapid pick­ 
ing machines by producers who 


could operate them 24 hours a 
day when conditions were good, 
something had to be done so 
that a gin could process the 
cotton faster. 
For years, it 
was a rule of thumb that one 
gin stand could turn out one bale 
of cotton per hour. Most Mis­ 
souri gins had either three or 
four such stands, and a few had 
five. 
The ginning machinery 
Industry, 
however, 
has de­ 
veloped an improved system in­ 
corporating 
two 
stands, 
operated by a push-button con­ 
sole, 
which can turn out 120 
bales per day. Several of these 
have been used to replace the 
older 
slower 
machinery in 
Southeast Missouri.

NEW YORK (AP) — Prosper- 
ity and rising employment are 
combining to put a bind on that 
once all but limitless market, 
the part-time or seasonal work­ 
er. Many stores are finding it 
harder this year to get compe­ 
tent extra help to handle the 
December rush of shoppers. 
At the other end of the scale, 
prosperity and a tighter labor 
market are making it harder to 
fill highly skilled jobs, especial­ 
ly in those industries where dis­ 
coveries, new techniques and 
products seem to be almost an 
everyday occurrence. 
The 
Sunday 
papers 
are 
crammed with ads from em­ 
ployers looking for the right 
man or woman to fill the highly 
specialized jobs. Often, it’s be­ 
coming a matter of luring per­ 
sonnel away from other compa­ 
nies or other sections of the na­ 
tion. 


At the less esoteric level, the 
supplying of the hordes of e*ua. 
hands to meet the retail shop­ 
ping spree, the problem i~ of a 
different order. 
In the past, housewives have 
been a mainstay. They worked 
for a few weeks, used the extra 
income to handle troublesome 
bills or to furnish welcome pin 
money for their own holiday gift 
shopping. 


Some merchants report that 
this year prosperity in the form 
of larger paychecks for the 
family breadwinner apparently 
has made many housewives who 
used to apply for the December 
jobs stay at home. They don*t 
need the extra money as much 
as they need to rest their feet.

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“Are We Heading 
For World War III?” 


By J. Lester McGee, D.U 
A British Editor once asked 
an audience of ministers why 
80 many sermons are dull. When 
no one answered, he supplied 
this reason; ’’’Hiey are dull 
because preachers are trying 
to answer questions that no one 
is asking." 
My friends, 
this morning I 
am trying to answer an irk­ 
some question that is on the 
quivering lips of every Ameri­ 
can. ARE WE HEADING FOR 
WORLD WAR m? And I am not 
so sure such a question is out 
of place in contemporary pul- 
Pit, for it has vast spiritual 
and social ratifications. 
If I am any student of history 
at all, I see something omin­ 
ous on the world horizon. Of 
course, I recognize the pos­ 
sibility of being dead wrong, 
but I had rather be wrong, even 
to the point of stupidity, 
and 
awaken you, than to be right and 
do you no good. 
I am not a 
militarist. I am not a states­ 
man. I 
am not a politician. 
I am a minister of Christ, and 
this is a sermon. 
When we think of war, there 
comes to mind a set pattern— 
a declaration of war, the be­ 
ginning of hostilities, an open 
slugfest with nuclear bombs 
and other nuclear arms 
as 
ours and communism’s chief 
weapons. 
But 
I seriously 
■ doubt that taking place for a 
while at least. 
Communism 
does not want open military 
warfare with us yet, 
and it 
will not happen unless we are 
all Inadvertently dragged into 
it. 
Dr. Toynbee, the British his­ 
torian, has said that he does 
not see the time when the Rus­ 
sians will feel strong enough to 
take on the United States in 
open, all-out military warfare. 
In fact, from all I have been 
able to learn, after a careful 
study of the Marxian philosophy, 
it is communism’s strategy not 
to open 
military hostilities 
herself against America. Hers 
is a long range plan. Com­ 
munism 
takes the long way 
home. So far as America is 
■ concerned, the Russians will 
bids their time. I am not so 
sure 
about Red China. But 
we can look for one sore spot 
after another erupting on the 
surface of the globe , 
little 
revolutions, keeping us and the 
U.N. in a constant stew running 
here and there putting out the 
fire and trying to restore peace 
and order. And all the while 
the USSR and Red China, be­ 
hind thta smote scree.n, frvarr 
ishly working to bring their 
economic order and nuclear 
stockpiles to a level 
com­ 
parable to ours. 
Wishful thinkers keep hoping 
for a state of peace in the worl<^ 
but there is no peace. The Cu­ 
ban cataclysm, 
the Vietnam- 
debacle, all southeast Asia in 
a mrment, Korea seething with 
apprehension, Red China pawing 
the shoreline looking longingly 
at Formosa, Africa foaming and 
steaming, Germany divided by 
an ugly wall, Latin America in 
a perpetual state of 
unrest, 
demonstrations in front 
of 
Embassies. Skirmishes, up­ 
heavals, riots, armed revolts 
on every continent and in every' 


nook and comer of the earth - 
one festering sore after an­ 
other coming to a head and all 
according to the communist 
time-table. 
Whose tactical strategy is CO­ 
EXISTENCE? 
No one knows exactly what 
“co-existence ” means. There 
is a feeling that the present Sov­ 
iet government is somewhat 
less militarily belligerent than 
Red China, 
but no one who 
looks at the situation realisti­ 
cally suggests that there has 
ever been a significant change in 
the Russian objective. 
Their 
eventual aim is still 
WORLD 
DOMINATION. 
You 
remember what Lenin 
said: “ As long as capitalism and 
socialism exist, we cannot live 
in peace; in the end, one or the 
other will triumph. 
A funeral 
dirge will be sung over the Sov­ 
iet Republic or over world cap- 
. italism.” 
Russia is staking everything on 
a total moral, spiritual 
and 
psychological collapse of demo­ 
cracy and free enterprise as a 
popular liveable way of life in 
America. 
The adherents of 
communism believe — and that 
belief is a strong conviction, a 
flaming passion — that our way 
of life is doomed to failure 
because of its weaknesses and 
encumbrances, which somehow 
they see, but we are not able 
to see; or if we do, we shrug 
our 
shoulders and disinter­ 
estedly pass by. Russia thinks 
she forsees the eventual decay 
of our democracy. 
To them 
democracy and free enterprise 
have to fail. They will fail. The 
collapse of our economy is 
something 
they 
are staking 
everything on. 
What 
then 
is the over-all 
Marxian 
strategy? 
Forment 
trouble throughout 
the world 
without becoming directly in­ 
volved . 
Sap the democratic 
strength. And while that moral, 
spiritual and psychological de­ 
cay is working within, she will 
continue to wear us and the 
Western World down by ingen­ 
iously 
planned 
uprisings in 
every part of the world, 
and 
minutely scheduled aggressive 
moves on the part of her already 
bullied and hypnotized Satellites 
to whom she lends just enough 
false encouragement and mili­ 
tary arms to feed their national 
ego. Little does she care for 
their ultimate sorrow and ruin. 
Her chief purpose is to de­ 
moralize the Western World, 
to weaken and wear us down, 
waiting 
until we 
eventually 
crack op. TYten with one mas­ 
terful stroke, having 
already 
infiltrated government, edu­ 
cation, business and religion, 
start the bloody revolution. 
Now that isn’t something 1 
read or conjured up. It is not 
a hypothetical proposition that 
makes good “open-eyed,mouth- 
gaping” pulpit palaver. Every 
student of Marxism knows that 
is the strategy. When we do 
?o to war with communism on a 
world scale, we will already 
‘ wearied, weakened and de- 
ited within. That is an ad­ 
vantage the Communists want, 
and they are staking every­ 
thing on getting it. 
General Eisenhower in one 
of his last speeches before leav- 
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ing the White House said: “ The 
problem In defense is how far 
you can go without destroying 
from within what you are try­ 
ing to defend from without.” 
There it is — the fiendish 
communist plot. In defending 
our way of life on a thousand 
little fronts we are speeding 
up its decay within. 
Then at 
the 
strategic moment com­ 
munism steps in for the kill. 
And that is what I am afraid is 
happening, which leads me now 
to the really serious thought of 
my sermon. 
Could there be more truth than 
we are willing to admit in the 
marxist appraisal of our demo­ 
cracy? Are there such glaring 
weaknesses in our way of life 
as to jeopardize its chances for 
survival? 
Are there encum­ 
brances 
slowly wearing us 
down? Are we nearing a moral 
and spiritual breakdown? 
I venture an answer which may 
lie misunderstood, but 
here 
goes----- 
Our capitalistic system may 
be headed for the rocks, unless 
we re-think, re-organize 
and 
revitalize our whole economy. 
The old method of 
fair and 
friendly competition is dying 
simply because it has been 
emptied of the true Christian 
spirit and is now hollow and 
dry. My friends, when your 
profit 
motives becomes your 
all-consuming motive to the 
exclusion of every humanitarian 
outlook, then dry-rot sets in, 
and your capitalistic system 
takes a tumble. When mater­ 
ialistic and secularistic think­ 
ing 
supplants 
the Christian 
principle and the Christian in­ 
reach and out-reach of life, 
then the days of your economy 
are numbered. 
A material­ 
istic, 
humanistic philosophy 
which puts possessions 
be­ 
fore service and holds things 
as more sacred than human 
welfare, you can’t deny 
the 
dry-rot. 
Dr. Charles Malik, Lebanese 
minister to the United Nations, 
and a distinguished layman of 
the Eastern Orthodox Church, 
made a speech some time back. 
The news services didn’t pick 
it up. 
I suppose the 
reason 
was that it was too disconcert­ 
ing to the American ego. But 
he said: “ the trouble is that you 
in America, who have a great 
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spiritual heritage and a great 
spiritual message to give to the 
rest of the world, are not giv­ 
ing it. You give the impression 
that in America only material 
things count . . . 
. . . So 
on and on you try to outbid 
Russia at the level of gross 
materialism. You forget that 
human greed Is insatiable. You 
can never satisfy it. Even il 
you do outbid the Russians on 
that level, they have won, be­ 
cause it is the materialism 
that has won and not the spirit­ 
ual ideals that so-called Christ­ 
ian America professes.” 
Who can deny that our Ameri­ 
can democracy has fallen sick? 
Dr. Laubach, picturing the vast 
multitude of one and a half bil­ 
lion men, women and children— 
more than half the world’s popu­ 
lation — hungry, sick, troubled, 
angry 
and on 
the march in 
search of social justice, pre­ 
dicted that Asia and Africa will 
go communist in five 
years 
UNLESS WE STOP BE ING ONE- 
LEGGED 
CHRISTIANS. 
He 
warned that if that happens, 
America 
will be gone in ten 
years, 
engulfed by the double 
threat of communism and nu­ 
clear warfare. 
My friends, let me be specific 
in a field in which I have a 
right to speak. And I say it 
even at the risk of being called 
a calamity howler. We are not 
as Christian a nation as 
we 
rationalize ourselves into be­ 
lieving we are. And Russia 
knows that. Do you think Russia 
would dare tamper with our way 
of life if she thought we were 
as sold on it as were our early 
American fathers? 
I think it is high time for 


somebody to tell the truth. Fifty 
million 
Americans 
are 
avowedly 
godless. 
And just 
how Christian 
are the 115 
million Americans who statis­ 
tically belong to somebody’s 
church? 
How many of them 
actually practice 
the Golden 
Rule? How many of them stand 
four-square for righteousness 
and justice? How many of them 
attend church regularly? What 
percentage of them are 
in 
church today or this weekend? 
Rome* survived about a thou­ 
sand years. Greek civilization 
survived about 500 years. We 
are a little less than 200 years 
old, and unless we change the 
trend we may not live an­ 
other 200 years as a civiliza­ 
tion and a first class nation. 
Our very existence as a sover­ 
eign nation is in jeopardy. A 
nation can carry its indebted­ 
ness. It can correct its errors 
in judgment. It can re-build its 
physical wreckage after natural 
disaster. But history makes 
plain that immorality and god­ 
lessness lead to destruction. 
So you see, my friends, as a 
minister with some prophetic 
responsibility, 
it isn’t exactly 
war with the communists that 
I fear. IT IS THE DISINTEGRA­ 
TION AND DECAY OF OUR 
CHRISTIAN 
CIVILIZATION 
THAT I DREAD, WHICH WOULD 
BE EVEN WORSE THAN WAR. 
UNLESS 
WE EXPERIENCE 
SOME KIND OF MORAL AND 
RELIGIOUS AWAKENING IN 
THIS COUNTRY, 
THE COM­ 
MUNISTS WILL ACCOMPLISH 
THEIR GODLESS AIMS WITH­ 
OUT WAR. 
Are we 
heading for World 
War m ?______________ _____ 


We are heading for something, 
worse — more disastrous —: 
A 
COLLAPSE 
OF OUR 
MORALE, A LOSS OF 
OUR 
SPIRITUAL HERITAGE, 
THE 
DISINTEGRATION OF

IDEALISM. 
What can we do? Can we save 
ourselves 
and our beloved 
America? Can we experience 
such an awakening that the com­

many of us have been doing 
that with ourselves in 
this 
country — spurs but no bridle 
to ride a fiery horse — and 
now we face a world dilemma. 
Either we are going to dis­ 
cipline ourselves for our own 
sakes, for our nation’s sake, 
and our world’s sake, or else 
discipline will be imposed upon 
us from without. Men know right 
but do wrong. Men free to wor­ 
ship according to conscience 
use that freedom not to worship 
at all. Men free to build a 
commonwealth use their train­ 
ed minds for exploiting others 
and set going forces that des­ 
troy democracy. Men who know 
the value of laws become law­ 
less. Men who want a peaceful 
world are not at peace in their 
own homes, in their churches, 
and in their communities.

tion crashed to the earth. Egypt 
flourished until she forgot God, 
and she went down. Greece, 
under Alexander, conquered the 
world, but he couldn’t conquer 
himself and died in a drunken 
orgy. 
Rome was once 
the 
proud center of the world, but 
luxury and lust ate at the cen­ 
ter of her life, 
and she per­ 
ished . . . . . 
Our fathers built this nation 
upon God and religion. 
Do you recall that picture of 
George Washington at Valley 
Forge? His little army was al­ 
most starving and freezing to 
death. Everything they held dear 
was at stake. They were fight­ 
ing against surmountable odds.

In Nation 
Dry and cold weather covered 
broad areas of the nation today 
with much of the Southeast again 
feeling the sting of freezing 
temperatures. 
The mercury dropped to the 
20s 
in most of the Southeast, 
with freezing marks reported in 
sections of northern Florida. 
The coldest spots were in north­ 
ern New England with tem per­ 
atures dropping to near zero. 
One of the lowest readings In 
the southeast was 18 in Birm­ 
ingham, Ala. It was warmer in 
some Midwest cities than 
in 
Atlanta, with a reading of 25. 
In Florida, Gainesville reported 
30 and it was 25 in Tallahassee. 
Southwesterly winds from the 
Gulf of Mexico brought 
some 
moderation of temperatures in 
the nation's midsection.
